I  have  spoken  with  r.y  counsel,  Mr,  Yukio  Y0SHIKA7A 
and  Mr.  Jiasuni  TAKAHASHI,  who  arc  both  present  hero 
now,  and  I  desire  to  make  a  statement  concerning 
the  execution  of  five  Americans  at  Singknng.  The 
,  reason  £>r  this  statement  is  that  I  have  always 
I  followed  the  law  and  that  my  name  Michinori  means 
"acquainted  with  tho  rules".  I  also  an  desirous 
of  saving  ycu  from  any  further  trouble  b  cause  I 
had  made  up  ny  nind  to  tell  the  truth  cither  after 
I  h^ve  spoken  to  Major  ODAIURA,  Toshitakc*  or  upon 
:  the  trial  in  Manila. 

[QUESTIONS  BY  LT.  FORKOSCH: 

Will  you  tell  r.ie*  in  chronological  order  everything 
you  know  concerning  such  execution? 

I  returned  to  Singknng  about  July  23,  1945  fren  an 
inspection  trip.  'hen  I  returned  I  again  had  Major 
ODAI/URA  see  Lt.  Colonel  ISHIRO,  Shigoru  v/ho  was  cn 
the  staff  of  Lt.  General  TESHIKA,  for  tho  purpose 
of  having  tho  five  American  fliers  reroved  from  the 
Kenpei  Tai  jail  to  the  Second  Army  jurisdiction.  I 
had  been  attempting  to  have  those  Americans  sc  re¬ 
moved  ever  since  I  arrived  at  Singkang  in  June.  Ky 
reason  for  desiring  this  transfer  of  the  American 
prisoners  was  that  they  interfered  with  th<.  Kenpei 
Tai  questioning  of  natives  as  well  as  tho  duties  of 
tho  Kenpei  Tai  because  guards  had  tc  be  supplied 
for  the  Americans.  I  also  folt  that  these  wore 
Second  Amy  prisoners  and  therefore  should  bo  kept 
by  tho  Second  Any.  After  ny  return  cn  July  23,  I 
again  s^-nt  Major  ODAliURA  tc  see  Lt.  Colonel  ISHIRO 
about  this  transfer,  but  the  first  tine  I  sent  him 
he  reported  that  he  had  seen  someone  else  on  the 
staff  because  ISHIRO  was  av/ay.  I  then  s~nt  ODATURA 
a  second  time  to  s^o  ISHIRO.  I  do  not  know  the 
cx-’ct  d^tc  of  tho  second  tine  ODATURA  wont  to  see 
ISHIRO  but  I  do  know  that  ODAMJRA  returned  to  me 
that  sane  day  and  reported  to  me,  and  that  throe 
days  later  the  execution  was  held,  rnd  I  believe 
such  execution  was  held  in  the  very  last  two  or 
three  days  of  July,  1945. 

’/hen  ODATURA  returned  tc  no  after  his  second 
attempt  tc  see  ISHIRO,  he,  ODATURA,  told  re  that  he 
had  had  a  conversation  'rith  ISHIRO.  ODnTURA  said 
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oh"t  ISHIIiO  had  suggested  to  him  that  the  Ker.pei 
Tai  dispose  of  the  Americans.  Since  in  .  y  opinion 
such  a  sug  ustien  was  an  order,  I  ordered  ODAT.URA 
to  execute  the  Americans.  I  do  not  recall  whe ther 
I  tel  :  ODATURA  to  prepare  plans  for  such  execution 
or  whether  ODid  UJA  thereafter  brought  such  plans 
to  r.c  for  approval.  At  that  tine  OD.JURA  told  me 
that  the  execution  would  be  hold  back  of  the  Leper 
Hospital  and  he  told  r.e  the.  J- to  and  time  at  which 
it  would  be  conducted.  I  do  net  remember  the  exact 
date.  It  has  been  sc  long  ago  that  I  have  forgotten 
whether  ODA'UAA  rave  no  a  written  plan  cr  whether  it 
was  verbal.  The  details  of  this  plan  are  rather  hazy 
in  Lay  rind.  I  lid  net  spend  too  much  tine  reviewing 
the  plan  of  ODAiUdA,  because  I  felt  that  as  ccnr.ander 
cf  the  Southern  Celebes  Ke.apei  Tai  he  kne^’  what  his 
duties  wore.  I  do  remember  that  about  throe  days 
afterwards  I  get  up  at  about  six  o'clock  and  left  the 
Koj.pei  Tai  qu-rters  with  ODAMURA  and  Lieutenant 
KA’.ISUKI,  Kotaro  in  ccnpany  with  "bout  eight  or  twelve 
ethers.  I  do  net  remember  the  nar.es  cr  features  of 
any  of  the  cth  rs  except  th"t  I  re  all  Warrant  Officer 
IdATSUKOTO,  Kunic  and  Sergeant  OKAZAKI,  Kazu-^ki. 

V.'e  went  along  the  road  to  ’Tatanpone  until  we  passed 
the  Second  Arr  y  jail.  V.'e  then  turned  left  and  cut 
across  the  field  until  we  -rrived  at  the  place  cf 
execution.  This  was  a  sr.all  clearing  surrounded  by 
trees  and  bushes.  There  was  one  ve-ry  large  tree  at 
cne  oxtror.e  end  cf  the  clearing  and  at  the  ether  end 
cf  the  clearing  ’’ere  tvre  smaller  trees.  A  grave  had 
been  dug  between  those  trees  in  such  clearing.  0 DATURA, 
KAAISUKI  and  I  Wont  to  one  end  cf  the  clearing  where 
the  two  small  trees  wore.  The  Anericans  wore  kept 
at  the  large  tree  and  were  there  blindfolded.  It 
was  becoming  lighter  ^t  that  tir.e  -1  though  it  was 
still  fairly  dark.  I  rener.ber  that  cne  American 


after  ancthcr  was  breuaht  up  tc  the  grave  from  the  tree, 
placed  in  a  kneelin '  position  and  then  executed.  I 
saw  each  American  executed  but  I  cannot  remember  who 
executed  theso  A:  ericans.  I  Jo  net  remember  the  names 
cf  the  executioners  ncr  dc  I  reL.eLiber  their  features. 

If  I  saw  then  new  I  ’cn't  think  I  would  remember  them. 

It  rained  a  little  during  the  execution  and  I 
remember  that  someone  handed  me  a  raincoat.  I  did 
not  bri  ig  such  raincoat  with  me.  I  was  dressed  in 
my  usual  uniform  but  I  don't  believe  I  carried  a 
swerd.  ^fto-r  the  execution  KAI'ISUKI  and  I  walked 
back  to  the  Ker.pei  Tai  headquarters.  I  don't  be¬ 
lieve  ODAIURA  returned  with  us.  ’Then  we  arrived 
at  the  Ker.pei  Tai  I  did  net  gc  intc  the  office  but 
went  tc  j  y  hut  because  I  had  not  eaten  breakfast.

Between  the  day  cf  the  execution  and  August  14,  1945 
did  you  v-v^r  see  ISHIRO?
